1. HAVING IN MIND FONMIN VAN DER STOEL'S DEEP CONCERN 
REGARDING DEVEOPMENTS ON CYPRUS, ON JULY 17 CHARGE 
CALLED ON MFA'S DIRECTOR OF EUROPEAN AFFAIRS TO 
EXCHANGE INFORMATION REGARDING CYPRIOT/GREEK/TURKISH 
SITUATION AND TO INQUIRE WHETHER THERE WERE ANY 
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PARTICULAR STEPS GON FELT SHOULD BE TAKEN BY NATO OR 
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BY THE US BILATERALLY WHICH WERE NOT ALREADY IN TRAIN. 

2. DIRECTOR EXPRESSED CON'S DEEP APPRECIATION FOR 
INFORMATION REGARDING CYPRIOT DEVELOPMENTS WHICH EMBASSY 
HAD ALREADY PROVIDED, AND FOR EMBASY'S WILLINGNESS TO 
CONTINUE EXCHANGE TIMELY INFORMATION WITH GON ON THIS 
CRITICAL SUBJECT. 

3. REFERRING TO CONSULTATION AND ACTIONS ALREADY 
UNDERWAY AT NATO. IN UN AND BY EC NINE, DIRECTOR SAID HE 
DID NOT BELIEVE THAT AT THIS JUNCTURE THERE WAS ANYTHING 
MORE THAN NEED BE DONE. 

4. WE CAN ANTICIPATE AN INTENSIFICATION OF GON CONCERN 
WHEN FONMIN VAN DER STOEL RETURNS ON JULY 19 (BY WAY 
OF ANKARA) FROM HIS CURRENT VISIT TO TEHRAN. ANY 
DETERIORATION IN SITUATION ON CYPRUS OR BETWEEN 
GREECE AND TURKEY WILL PROMPT VAN DER STOEL, WITH HIS 
PROFOUNDLY PRO- ALLIANCE ORIENTATION, TO LOOK TO NATO 
AND THE US TO PLAY AN IMPORTANT AND PERHAPS DECISIVE 
ROLE IN SOLVING THE PROBLEMS CREATED BY THE JULY 15 
COUP D'ETAT.
